FOOD continues to be a major topic of 
conversation 
It Is of personal interest, to 
the housewife, who is trying to stretch 
ration points in meet table need' 
R atio n - 
eers continue to warn that supplies may be 
lower by the end of the year, or at the 
latest by 194 > 
But today 
America's storehouses are 
crammed to the roofs This is true especial­ 
ly of meats. 
W hile vast stores are owned 
by the government, a much larger percent­ 
e r of meat in forage is available for civil­ 
ian consumption 
It continues to pile up 
because civilians do not 
have sufficient 
ration points to increase purchases. 
It 
is possible that meat 
and butter 
rationing will be relaxed slightly within 
thirty days. 
But there seems to be no hope 
that meat rationing will be abandoned, as 
it ha. been in Canada 
The most, 
ensible and welcome phase 
of the situation, however, is the announce­ 
ment by the Office of Price Administration 
of elimination of the expiration dates on 
both the red and blue food rationing stamps 
from now on. 
This will reduce consider­ 
ably a nuisance with 
which 
housewives 
have had to contend in rushing to market 
and buying thing* not immediately needed 
in order to save their rightful share of the 
food quota. 
Elim ination of the expiration 
dates will not increase the draw on the 
food supply available, and it will serve a 
more orderly distribution, in view of which 
facts it seems surprising that the date lim ­ 
itations were not lifted some time since
